Necessity, industry, 
economy, forecast, thrifi, the best kind of 
capital for States and people, have been 
substituted for slavery, and with happy 
effect. When the South shall have com- 
pleted all ils needed railroads to the sea- 
porte and developed even a half of its 
mineral wealth, it will prove altogether 
the wealthiest part of the agricultural 
Union. In cotton lands it is without a 
rival in the world, and in sugar, rice, corn 
and cattle, it should occupy the foremost 
place on the contiment. For the South 
there are good times ahead, and we rejoice 
at all the steps taken by ber to exnibit her 
wealth und promote its increase. All that 
has been done for her she has done for 
herself in spite of Federal interference, 
political and military. Without such 
interference, her wealth and prosperity 
would be at this day far greater than they 
are. She will have good cause to bless the 
day when the interference shall be with- 
drawn, it such a day shallever arrive. And 
we think that we sce the glimmer of it.

Strikes. 

The British Barliament two years ago, 
in consequence of popular outrages in 
Sheffield and Manchester, appointed an ip- 
vestigating committee whose proceedings 
have been published in ten large volumes. 
The Comte de Paris has recently published 
a book, giving a condensed but, it is said, 
strictly correct statement of the more im- 
portant facts breaght out on the investiga- 
tien. There are a few points of interest to 
both employers and employes in this 
country. 

Strikes have been, for nearly hali a cen- 
uny, of frequent recurrence. One of the 
earliest and most disastrous took place in 
England in 1883. This was among the 
builders. In a single week the consump- 
tion of bricks in Liverpool fell from a 
million to twenty thousadd. The work- 
men suffered terribly, and in 
the end failed of theif pur 
pose, having lost three hundred and 
sixty thousand dollars in wages and ex- 
pended ninety thousand dollars out ef the 
funds of the Unions. Similar strikes con- 
tinued, with unfortunate results, down to 
1864, when, through the efforts of Justice 
Kettle, of the County of Worcester, Coun- 
cils of Arbitration were instituted among 
a number of avocatigns. In these coun 
ella, employers and workmen are equally 

The arbivatédrse have juris- 
diction over all questions of mutual inter- 
eat. A fixed tariff of wages is agreed up- 
on, and its modification fojows with 
changes in business. The system is rapid- 
ly extending and has been adopted in the 
coal mines. The interest of the working- 
men cannot be made antagonistic to those 
of their employers without detriment to 
both.
